Radio dio Address of Don J. |, McKinnon, on, M.L.A. 
For Gleichen Constituency

Editor’s Note— Reaiizing that some 
would inevitably miss hearing the 
radio address and knowing that those 
who did hear will be glad to read The 
Standard is very pleased to publish a 
verbatim report of this excellent _ad- 
dress. 


As a Canadian, as a resident of Al- 
berta and as a Farmer, I am very deep- 
ly interested in the recommendations 
of the Rowell-Sirois report and | am 
pleased to be given this opportunity of 
adding my voice to the many through- 
out Canada who are urging that these 
recommendaions be put into effect. 

Those voices represent all elements 
of Canadian people; not as Mr Hep- 
burn says “only those, who by their 
nefarious work would wreck Confeder- 
ation,” but all Canadians interested in 
a united Canada and the welfare of the 
Dominion, 

When the Commissioners themselves 
were unanimous in their conclusions 
—an unusual fact in itself—- and so 
Many people throughout Canada _re- 
ceived the recommendations so enthus- 
lastically, it seems even more unusual 
that a few people should take such 
strenuous objection to it as to pre- 
clude even discussion of it at the re- 
cen Ottawa Conference. Those object- 
ors view the recommendations from a 
strictly provincial standpoint, but the 
day of such a standpoint has long 
since past. The years of depression, 
followed as they have been by the war, 
have taught us hat Canada’s problems 
must be dealt with on a national basis, 

We are all Canadians, whether we 
live in Alberta, Ontario or the Mari- 
times. The Provinces are not water- 
tight compartments, independent of 
One arother. Their interests, if not 
identical, are certainly interdepend- 
ent and interrelated. 

The outstanding thing of this report 
is that it speaks always in Canadian 
and not loca] tones and that it em- 
phasizes the fact that only by consid- 
ering the probkems of the Western 
farmer and farm worker in relation to 
those of the eastern industrialist and 


» factory worker, can both be solved. 


If these qualities were necessary 
while the report was being prepared 
they are many times more so today. 
We are living at ome of the greatest 
crises of history. We are face to face 
with teh most formidable menace to 
individual liberty and free institutions 
the world has ever seen. If, therefore, 
Canada is to retain its proud position 
as a member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations and is to grow and 
prosper as such, it must rid itself at 
once of the existing handicaps on its 
strength and capacity for develop- 
ment, It must think in nationa! terms 
and not as nine loosely-linked, squab- 
bling, parochially minded and would 
be, sovereign Balkan States. 

Some opponents of the report have 
stated that the implimenting of these 
Proposals would weaken and handicap 
the provinces. Nohing could be furth- 
er removed from the realties of the 
case, In their introduction the Com- 
missioners say (I quote) “We make im- 
portant recommendations for adjust- 
ments in the distribution of govern- 
mental burdens and in the sources of 
revenue necessary to meet them, but 
these adjustments will leave untouch- 
ed the arrangements which, during the 
last seventy years have preserved 
complete provincial liberty of action 
in spheres which are primarily cult- 
ural and social. Indeed, the liberty of 
action will be assured even better than 
it is today, as the provinces will be 
freed from teh pressure which {is apt to 
be exerted upon them for this or that 
public service.” (end quote). 

Time will permit me to deal only 
briefly with one or two principal ad- 
justments which the Commissioners 
recommend, In the first place they 
dealt courageously with the thorny 
nettle of unemployment relief. Every 
unselfish Canadian will agree with 
their conclusion that it can be hand- 
led properly only as a national respon- 
sibility and that there should be a 
speedy end to “passing the buck” 
from the Dominion to the Province 
and from Province to Municipality and 
often back again. The system of local 
responsibility, with Dominion aid as a. 
crutch, has proved to be expensive 
und inefficient and has rendered pre- 
carious the fiscal position of many 
municipalities and all he Provinces. 

Another serious defect has been the 
complete lack of uniform relief stand- 
ards. The Commission therefore rec- 
ommends that ¢he Dominion should 
assume the whole burden of teh relief 
of unemployed employables and of the 

administration of unemployment aid 


and that it establish a national em-

ploymen service. 

As the fundamental reason for 
treating unemployment as a national 
problem, the Commission says (Quote) 
“The economic opportunities and the 
real income of the wheat farmer, the 
miner, the fisherman and the lumber- 
man who sell their products abroad, 
are in a large measure determined by 
he tarriff, transportation, developmen- 
tal and monetary policies which are 
formulated on a national basis for the 
achievement of national purposes. 
Under the influence of these policies, 
the factory laborer in an Ontario city, 
the worker on a transcontinental rail- 
way, teh clerk in a head office of an 
eastern metropolitan centre and the 
investor in a national business enter- 
prise, have come to be ultimately de- 
pendent upon the purchasing power of 
the exporters in every part of the 
Dominion. The exent of unemployment 
in any industry or area has virtually 
no relation to purely local conditions”. 
(End quote). 

The financial effect upon Alberta's 
expenditures, if this recommendation 
be carried out, has been estimated, On 
the basis of the year 1937-38 the Prov- 
ince would be saved annual relief ex- 
penditures totalling $1,500,000 and the 
Municipalities in Alberta would be 
saved $1,092,000. 

Apart from the actual savings in 
dollars and cents, we must view the 
unemployment situation, not just as it 
is today, but as it is likely to be when 
the war is over. 

‘Too many people today have the mis- 
taken idea that with the absorption of 
men into the army and in war ser- 
vices, that our unemployment problem 
ig solved, Perhaps it is— for the time 
being, but at the end of hostilities we 
must remember that these men must 
@™ be rehabilitated on a peace basis. 
It is not too early to plan for post-war 
reconstruction, which can only be 
done logically on a national basis. 

Another important recommendation 
the Commissioners make is, that the 
British North America Act should be 
so amended as to give power of dele- 
gation by the Dominion to the Provin- 
ces on the one hand and by the Prov- 
ince o the Dominion on the other. 
Such a power of delegation would en- 
able the Dominion to delegate to the 
Province of British Columbia, for ex- 
ample, power to legislate with respecct 
to the marketing of natural products 
and thus enable the fruit growers of 
that Province to Obtain from their 
own Provincial Government that auth- 
ority which they so much desire, with 
respect to the packing, processing and 
marketing of fruit. 

The lack of such power of delega- 
tion has resulted in evasion of respon: 
sibflity, because of the fact it is not 
clearly defined and noone can say 
whether the Provinces or the Dominion 
has the authority to take action on 
many things we desire action on. 

We should not have to worry about 
centralization of authority in Ottawa, 
In this age of rapid communication 
this difficulty ia largely overcome. 
Any part of the Dominion can today 
be reached in a few hours time and 
inatters of policy can often be settled 
in a few minutes by telephone. By 
co-operative effort between the Prov- 
inces and the Dominion, based on a 
high sense of civic responsibility and 
impartial examination and discussion 
of our problems, they can be solved. 

The Rowell-Sirois report is a chal- 
lenge o all Canadians. It, in effect calls 
for them to bring to the solution of 
their problems, a national conscious- 
ness, imagination, foresight and pract- 
ical sound sense, 

In conclusion let me say that surely 
as Canadian we shouid at least not 
scuttle this report before we have 
looked beneath the cover and discus- 
sed it with others and have had the 
experts point out and explain some of 
its features. 

Even though the recent Ottawa con- 
ference failed, we should not abandon 
hope. Encouragement should be given 
to those who supported the principle 
of the report at Ottawa and to those 
who were non-commital, but willing to 
discuss it. You and I, all of us, have a 
moral responsibility in this respect. It 
is our duty as conscientious Canadian 
Citiseas to give them our support, 

Write to your Dominion and Provin- 
cial representatives and tell them you 
want further consideration given this 
report, If you do not know who your 
member is, address your letter to 
“Member” in care of Station CFCN 
and it will be worwarded to the right 
man. 

Time has been lost and it will be 
difficult to gain what has been lost, 


but in the end I hope true Canadianism 
will prevail and that it will never be 
necessary to say that ‘never in the 
history of Canada can the loss of so 
mucii be blamed on so few.”

Strathmore Citizens In 
Unfortunate Accident 


On Tuesday evening O. W. Lowe and 
L. Van Steenbergen narrowly escaped 
death when the truck driven by Van 
Steenbergen was struck by a slow 
moving C. P. R. freight. 

Stopped for One Train— 

Steenbergen, a farm trucker, was 
driving the truck with Mr O. W. 
Lowe as passengers. He told police 
he had just left the hotel, and proceed- 
ed southeast to the first set of tracks 
at the double crossing. He stopped to 


allow a southbound passenger train to. 


pass, then crossed the first set of 
rails, 

Just as his truck entered the second 
set of tracks, the northbound freight 
hit the truck. The truck was carried 
some 20 yards. All thr=p were able to 
climb out-of the truck. Mr Lowe was 
later taken to General Hospital fearing 
some of the bones of his foot were 
broken, The other escaped serious in- 
jury. 

It is considered a dangerous cross- 
ing, several other accidents having 
occurred there. 


Public Address 
System Rebuilt 


Not only in the skating rink, but 
throughout all the town, citizens have 
been listening with mixed reactions, 
to the new loud-speaker system instal- 
led last week at the clubhouse. Start- 
ing with a broken down system, and 
engineering a new and highly satis 
factory one, the public address unit 
now working is much superior, ‘The 
organizing work was done by the Jun 
ior Hockey Club, who it seems, fe!t 
the need of some kind of broadcasting 
outfit at their games. They asked for 
estimates on the job, and found that 
it was far beyond their intended appro- 
priation. Since the town uses the sys- 
tem for the open-skating system fully 
as much as would the Club, they ap- 
proached the Council and asked wheth- 
er they would be willing to meet half 
the cost.

However, the bill mounted to $60, so it 
Was suggested that maybe the Lions 
would meet the extra part. TheLions, 
would, and did, Now, through the en- 
gineering efforts of Ronnie Backhouse 
and Anson Chase, a highly sensitive 
system is sending out the sound waves 
over the rink, and also over the root- 
tops,. The system will handle either 
spoken remarks and comments anent 
the games progress, or who is wanted 
in the clubhouse, or through a very 
simple change, May be switched over 
the turn tables, and anyone of the 
new or old recordings in the possess- 
ion of the clubhouse may be spread 
over the ether. The Hockey Club seem 
to be very pleased with the new addi- 
tion, and look forward with anticipa- 
tion to the possible uses it may be 
put to either at their games, or at 
their carnivals.

let nothing stand in the way of winning 
the war but stressed the urgent need 
of fairer adjustment of farm prices in 
the face of steadily mounting produc- 
tion costs, 
Text of the manifesto follows, 


“Canadian agriculture’s first task 
and paramount duty is to place its 
whole strength and unite its resources 


from sea to sea behind Canada’s war 
effort, The war must be won and the

unity is essential if our war effort is 
to reach maximum efficiency. 

‘Victory cannot be achieved without 
sacrifices, All classes of our people 
will be Galled upon to make sacrifices 
and the agricultural industry is ready, 
and willing to bear its full share of 
the heavy load which Canada has 
shouldered. It is vital, from considera- 
tions of national unity, that no one 
class shall be called upon to carry an 
undue share of the burden and that 
there should be equality of sacrifices 
by all classes. 

“As the tempo of industrial produc 
tion is speeded up to meet the urgent 
need for munitions and war supplies, 
there is a grave danger that the pres 


ent disparity between agricultural 
and industrial income will increase, 
More than three million Canadians 


how live on farms and engage in the 
production of food supplies. Another 
two million live in rural areas directly 
dependent on the farm income for 
their livelihood. But while there has 
been a tremendous rise in the nation- 
al income, agriculture’s share of the 
national income continues to decline 
in the tace of steadily increasing cost 
of production. 

“The continued production of abund- 
ant food supplies may be a vital factor 
in bringing the war to an early and 
successful conclusion, Already the Bri- 
tish Prime Minister has dangled before 
the eyes of hungry Europe the prospect 
of abundant food supplies available 
from British sources when he said in 
the British House of Commons. 

“We shall do our best to encourage 
the building op of resenves of food all 
over the world so that there will al- 
Ways be held before the eyes of the 
people of Europe including— | say 
this deliberately -- the German and 
Austrian peoples the certainty that 
he shattering of Nazi power will bring 
them -all itamedtate food, freedom’ and” 
peace, 

“We believe that the men and wo- 
men engaged in the production of 
these food supplies are doing work 
just as vital to the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war as the men and women 
engaged in the production of munitions 
and other supplies, 

“In order to enable these millions 


;, of Canadians engaged in the business 


of agriculture to play their proper 
part in the greatest crises the world 
has known, two things are necessary-— 

1—There must be an immediate and 
substantial increase of farm income 
in relation to the national income. 

2--A properly coordinated national 
policy for agriculture including mark- 
eting as well as production, must be 
instituted. 

The Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture therefore proposes— 

(a) That since agricultural produc- 
tion costs have already increased and 
will inevitably continue to increase as 
the war develops, our governments 
should adopt measures to establish a 
proper relationship between the prices 
of agricultural commodities and the 
goods and services the farmer must 
purchase. Otherwise there could easily 
lve a decline in the efficieney of agri- 
cultural production which would ser- 
iously hamper the war effort. 

(b) That immediate steps should be 
taken to develop a national wartime 
program for agriculture. In taking this 
stand the Canadian Federation of 
Agrivuiture realizes that changing in- 
ternational conditions mayy call for 
changes in policy, but makes it all the 
more necessary that there shculd be 
a greater degree of consultation be- 
tween governmental authorities and 
the representatives of organized 
Agriculture, 

“In working out a national agricult- 
ural program which will function dur- 
ing wartime, consideration must at the 
same time be given to plans which will 
assist in the necessary readjustment 
of agriculture to peace conditions when 
the war is finally won. The Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture is prepared 
to pledge its wholehearted assistance 
and support to the development of 
such a program.” 

Chief purpose of the convention, 
which concluded January 25th, was 
preparation of a presentation for the 
federal cabinet at Ottawa. Delegates 
were selected in convention, and the 
text of the presentation, embodying 
the gense of the various meetings and 
the resolutions passed, will be present- 
ed at Ottawa during the closing days 
of January.

Dear Alice and all—- Here | am again 
and doing pretty fair. Had «@ fairly 
nice day on Christmas. Went to dinner 
here and they gave us turkey, beer, 
cigarettes and sweets so it was pretty 
nice. The other night we went into 
Cambridge and saw a show and an or- 
ganist gave a fifteen minute program 
and it was very good, They have a big 
Werilitzer organ there and the console

FLAX PRODUCTION 

Flax Acreage— 
Western Canada 


produced — ,8,240,- 


000 bushels of flax from 372,700 acres 


in 1940, as against 2,075,000 bushels 
from 297,500 acres in 1939, 

There are detinite limits to the am- 
ount:of flax that can be produced in 
Canada without creating a surplus, but 
the federal department of agriculture 
conservatively estimates that a crop 
of 4,500,000 bushels of flax will find a 
ready market. This suggests that a 


small increase in acreage this year 
will be desirable. 
Irish farmers are being urged to 


double their production of wheat as 
the government fears that wheat wiil 
be a very scarce article in the near 
future,
